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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-19 are presented for examination. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-19 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and 

considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. The prior art does not teach the claimed invention having a second device 
driven by the first device such that when the first device is activated, a change in the bit 
line potential is reinforced with positive feedback by the second device during a wordline 
active period to enable write-back of data lost as a result of threshold voltage 
fluctuations in memory cell transistors coupled to the bit line. Prior art also does not 
disclose a virtual ground, which provides a higher potential than a global ground to the 
memory cell transistors to assist in write operations and during standby.
